The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 16-19 (Cancelled) 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses a process for forming a pressure sensitive adhesive using a mixture having 
less than 20 weight percent of solvent with free radically polymerizable monomers. The 
prior art fails to teach that the monomers have a degree of conversion of 30-60% while 
exhibiting a viscosity of 1 ,000- 125, 000 mPa*s at 20 C. The prior art fails to teach or 
show motivation of modifying the primary prior art (US 56376460 to partially polymerize 
the mixture to have the properties of step (ii) in claim 1 and that the pressure sensitive 
adhesive is formed in a non-inert atmosphere
